ARTICLE 
NAME. 


The corporate name the Society “Georgia Historical 
Society.” Its domicile Savannah, Chatham County. 


ARTICLE 
OBJECTS. 


Its objects are collect, preserve and diffuse information 
the History the State Georgia particular, 
and American History generally, and create historical 
library for the use its members and others. 


ARTICLE 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Members shall the following classes: Members, Con- 
tributing Members, Sustaining Members, and Life Members, 
all whom are classed active members, and all whom 
shall have the right vote; and Corresponding Members and 
Honorary Members, who may not vote. Any reputable per- 
son may active member, and those who pay $100 shall 
Life Members. The Society the Board Curators 
may time time elect Corresponding Members per- 
sons having special qualifications history, and Hon- 
orary Members persons distinguished history kindred 
subjects, distinguished persons who have given valuable 
and special aid the Society promoting the objects set 
forth Article Corresponding Membership and Hon- 
orary Membership may terminated the Society when- 
ever its opinion such termination desirable. 
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ARTICLE 
OFFICERS 


The officers shall President, four Vice Presidents, 
Corresponding Secretary, Secretary, Treasurer, Libra- 
rian, Board fifteen Curators (herein called the Board), 
and such other officers may from time time pro- 
vided for the Board the Society.

The place meeting shall 
from time time determined the Society the Board. 


ARTICLE

Life members, corresponding members and honorary mem- 
bers shall pay dues. The dues Members shall 
per annum; Contributing Members $10 per annum; and 
Sustaining Members $25 per annum.

Members elected after July Ist any year shall pay 
one-half the annual dues, and those elected after October Ist 
shall pay dues for that year.

Margaret Telfair Hodgson, widow William Hodgson 
Savannah and sister Mary Telfair, founder Telfair 
Academy Arts and Sciences and other charities Savannah, 
began her lifetime the erection building Lot 14, 
Forsyth Ward, southwest corner Gaston and Whitaker 
Streets Savannah, called Hodgson Hall, memorial 
her scholarly husband, and for the use and benefit 
Georgia Historical Society. Before completing she died 
leaving her sister, Mary Telfair, residuary legatee. June 
10, 1874, Miss Telfair, reciting these facts, executed and de- 
livered the late General Alexander Lawton and his suc- 
cessors trust deed conveying the property for the benefit 
the Society and charging the residuary estate her sister 
her own hands with the completion the building, “in trust 
nevertheless, permit the Georgia Historical Society have 
the exclusive use, possession, control and management said 
building and Provided, said Society will, through its proper 
officers, accept the same the following terms and conditions 
to-wit: That the said building shall known as, and called, 
Hodgson Hall; that public speaking shall permitted

that under the portrait the said William Brown Hodgson, 
which hung the wall said building, shall in- 
scribed, permanent letters, the following words: “In Memo- 
riam, William Brown Hodgson this building erected Mar- 
‘garet Telfair Hodgson, D., 1873,” other words similiar 
import and that the other conditions, which the use and con- 
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trol the building are committed the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety shall also appear conspicuously the wall the princi- 
pal Hall the buidling. 

Miss Telfair died June 1875. The building was com- 
pleted her executors and was dedicated and delivered the 
Society February 14, 1876. For forty-four years Hodgson 
Hall has been the Society’s home and place meeting, con- 


taining its valuable library, manuscripts, portraits and other ar- 
ticles historical value.

The Georgia Historical Society was incorporated act 
the General Assembly Georgia approved December 19, 
1839, and amended October 25, 1870. Its first Annual Meet- 
ing was held Georgia Day, February 12, 1840. The list 
its charter members contains many names the men that 
day whose memory delight honor. headed John 
McPherson Berrien, our first President, probably the most dis- 
tinguished lawyer who ever practiced the bar Georgia, 
United States Senator, Attorney General Andrew Jackson’s 
and next James Wayne, our first Vice Presi- 
dent, Judge the Superior Court, Member Congress, and 
for thirty-two years Justice the Supreme Court the 
United States.

What are the notable events our three periods? The 
first quarter century covered the foundation and organization 
the Society, the Second, the foundation and organization 
the Telfair Academy Arts and Sciences. What the 
third? Have proved worthy successors our predeces- 
While have had our days prosperity and our days 
struggle for existence, yet there are three noteworthy 
achievements which can recall with pride and satisfaction. 
The first that have more than sustained the pace set 
our predecessors the publication our the 
second our material and potent part giving Savannah 
the Public Library which she has lore needed; and the 
third the continued improvement the Telfair Academy 
(which twenty-five years ago was but its infancy) and its 
establishment Museum Arts whose excellence uni- 
versally recognized. 


PUBLICATIONS 


The Librarian has compiled bibliography the Society’s 
publications, containing not only the series designated Col- 
lections the Georgia Historical Society, but also other books, 
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addresses, etc., published under its auspices. During 
its first quarter century, from 1839 1864, there were pub- 
lished three volumes its Collections during the second quar- 
ter century, 1864 1889, Volumes III and appeared; dur- 
ing the quarter century now closing there have appeared Vol- 
ume Part (1901), Volume Part (1902), Volume 
(1904), Volume VII, Part (1909), Volume VII, Part 
(1911), Volume VII, Part (1913), and Volume VIII (1913). 
Each these parts itself separate and complete publica- 
tion. the first quarter century the Society issued three pub- 
lications, the second quarter century but two, and the third 
quarter century seven. The later period our history shows 
greater activity the preservation and dissemination the 
history Georgia than does the entire half century the 
earlier period. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


While the Georgia Historical Society has always been 
limited the extent its activities the want funds, and 
while this want has been accentuated and increased the 
fact that during about one-third its existence the people 
our State were suffering from the losses and the arrest prog- 
ress due directly and indirectly our Civil War, yet its work 
will compare favorably, not only with the work similar so- 
cieties the South, but with the work many historical so- 
cieties the older and more prosperous states. Most its 
accomplishments have been strictly within the line its duty 
and the objects prescribed its charter; but the last quarter 
century its life has been distinguished foundation out- 
side the field its activities historical society pure and 
simple, but great benefit the community which 
domiciled. 

The first meeting for organization the Georgia Histori- 
cal Society 1839 was held the rooms the Savannah 
Library Society, whose object sufficiently indicated its 
name. The general activities these two societies for many 
years, the close association between them, and the ultimate 
merger the two are fully set forth interesting address 
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Dr. Richard Arnold delivered before the Society July 
24, 1871, and printed Volume III its Collections. The ab- 
sorption the Library Society accounts for the fact that our 
own organization, founded for purely historical purposes, col- 
lected its library not only works bearing historical sub- 
jects, but also books suitable for circulating library. For 
number years the gathering and publishing historical 
material was secondary its principal work maintaining 
circulating library, and when had several hundred members 
the great inducement was ability obtain for small annual 
fee the privilege library—a privilege not open them 
through any other organization through any public institu- 
tion. 

The dual nature the Society under its former organiza- 
tion well indicated the fact that Dr. Arnold’s sketch 
addressed “Gentlemen the Georgia Historical and Savan- 
nah Library Societies, now consolidated the Georgia Histori- 
cal Society.” Dr. Arnold, for many years one our most dis- 
tinguished citizens, ripe scholar great culture, was him- 
self founder our Society and was old enough remember 
the beginnings the Savannah Library Society, which was or- 
ganized January 1809. interesting observe that 
among the founders this older organization were John Mc- 
Pherson Berrien the first President, James Wayne the 
first Vice President, the Georgia Historical Society, and 
Alexander Telfair, the brother Mary Telfair and Mar- 
garet Telfair Hodgson, whose wise and thoughtful gener- 
osity are indebted for the Telfair Academy Arts and 
Sciences and for Hodgson Hall.

Library total 40,038 volumes, and large number 
pamphlets.

This gives us, then, 
the close the year, the large number 40,396 volumes 
and about 26,000 pamphlets, but the exact number the lat- 
ter not positively estimated. 

The additions have come mainly from the various depart- 
ments the Government, but our members have been 
mindful our wants, and contributions some value have 
been received from several them.

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FINANCES. 


Your cash balance year ago was cents with un- 
paid current bills. This was exclusive the permanent fund 
established with small beginnings 1912, consisting cash 
and securities with book value, and approximately market 
value, $2,627.64, which during the year has been increased 
current accumulations $2,918.69. estimated that, 
after making reasonable allowances for default the payment 
dues, the Society’s requirements for the coming year will 
exceed its prospective income approximately $900. During 
the year there was deficit, and authority the curators 
bank loan $1,000 was made meet current bills. The re- 
payment this loan, which not included the estimate, 
would increase the deficit 

This change financial condition easily accounted for 
the assumption expenses, some which the Society had 
never previously incurred and some which had been re- 
lieved for many years because its building and its library had 
been devoted the use the city, chiefly the city’s ex- 
pense. now keep Hodgson Hall open for the accommo- 
dation members and have added the publication the 
Quarterly. These items add approximately $2,500 our annual 
expenses. This report will recommend you action which 
closely allied the question finances, and make recom- 
mendation this 


LIBRARY. 


Under the efficient administration Mr. Wm. Harden, 
who has been Librarian for more than fifty years, the library 
has been open for the use members week-days from 
The expense this has been greater than the finances 
the Society justify, and yet one can claim 
used all, these hours can cut down. The attendance 
small and the members make but little use it. claimed 
(not without justification) that longer hours would increase its 
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usefulness. They would also increase the expense and the 
Society cannot meet it. Your finances have not permitted for 
several years the purchase from time time necessary ad- 
ditions the library, and particularly books and compilia- 
tions relating the world war. are forced pursue the 
present policy inaction your library will soon entirely out 
date. its usefulness continue will not sufficient 
provide additional funds take care the current deficit, 


but must add enough for the necessary accretions the 
library. 


TELFAIR ACADEMY. 


The Telfair Academy Arts and Sciences, which this 
Society trustee, began the year with cash balance 
$885.42 and debts. The cash balance to-day 
Attendance 1919 (all free) was 6,574 against 4,921 for the 
preceding year. had four exhibits during the year; 
April war pictures Johansen, with attendance 1,252; 
May exhibit French war posters, with attendance 
497; June exhibit war drawings, with attend- 
ance 374; and December exhibit portraits Amer- 
ican women, with attendance 867. These figures are dis- 
appointing.

was privilege make the annual report the cele- 
bration the Seventy-fifth anniversary the Society 1914, 
and took occasion give brief retrospect and resume its 
history, which was published and distributed with the inter- 
esting account that celebration. Now that you have again 
honored with the presidency duty call attention 
this history without repeating it. the first ten years the 
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Society published three volumes “Collections” and other 
was published for twenty-five years. During the next twenty- 
eight years two volumes were published, and two more the 
succeeding four years. From the time the consolidation into 
your Society the Savannah Library Society 1849 the 
time the dedication your building and your library the 
public use 1903, period fifty-four years, the Georgia 
Historical Society was little more than circulating library— 
strictly local institution. During this period published only 
six volumes collections, and twenty-one pamphlets which 
bore its name, but many which were actually published 
the authors. Its claim during these fifty-four years 
active historical society stood slender foundation, and its 
activities circulating library made strictly local in- 
stitution. Never until the year 1917 did have non-resident 
Chatham County officer curator. The number 
its occasional non-resident members was small 
negligible. The fact that had failed make itself 
state historical society contemplated its charter, and had 
become strictly local institution whose chief function was 
maintain circulating library, seems not have been appre- 
ciated until within the past few years, when efforts were made 
get non-resident members. Diligent work has been done 
this line, but that the Society still mainly local shown 
the fact that the active membership today consists 257 
residents and 193 non-residents Chatham County. Chatham 
County has less than four per cent. the population the 
State. Neither the curators nor the Society has ever met 


outside Savannah. the state large the Society 
little known. 


TWO HISTORICAL SOCIETIES. 


During the past quarter century there has been great im- 
provement the educational facilities Georgia, and par- 
ticularly the faculties her colleges for men and women. 
have now these faculties goodly number trained 
technical historians with Doctors’ degree, who are qualified 
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take active and practical interest the history the state and 
help this Society the declared purpose its charter, 
“of collecting, preserving and diffusing information relating 
the history the state Georgia particular, and Ameri- 
can history generally.” 


Not unnaturally regarding the Georgia Historical Society 
local institution, which had during far the larger part 
its life subordinated its proper functions the maintenance 
local circulating library, group these qualified his- 
torians, and other Georgians outside Chatham County who 
were willing contribute laudable purpose, formed the 
“GEORGIA HISTORICAL which now 
its fourth year and has reasonable prospect being es- 
tablished firm basis. It’s annual dues are low—lower 
than ours the new basis. has moved slowly, 
and its expenses are light, with the result that its finances are 
good condition. has determined publish quarterly 
magazine under the title “Georgia Historical Review.” Your 
Society has entered respectful protest against the similarity 
name the new Association and the new publication, 
but hoped that this protest will unimportant you ap- 
prove the recommendation your Curators. 


Wisely realizing the difficulties maintaining creditable 
quarterly historical magazine when supported only the dues 
members, the officers the Georgia Historical Association 
have secured from public-spirited Georgians subscriptions 
ample guarantee fund deemed sufficient take care the 
cost publication for two three years; example which, 
continue our present isolated state, will necessary 
for follow. Pending the negotiations which about 
lay before you, Georgia Historical Association has courte- 
ously suspended inauguration its quarterly. 

have not completed the demonstration them, 
are now clearly demonstrating two facts: (1) that the Georgia 
Historical Society, local institution, cannot properly 
maintained and cannot creditably perform the functions 
state historical society, and will not faithfully successfully 
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perform the functions for which was chartered, until fact 
and spirit shall become state institution; and (2) that 
state which has not yet been able maintain one active, effi- 
cient, useful and influential historical society cannot now main- 
tain two. Georgia the largest the Southeastern States, and 
perhaps the most prosperous. Georgians are less public- 
spirited than are citizens her sister states. Georgia can 
sustain creditable historical society, but will require the 
cordially united effort all Georgians who are sufficiently in- 
terested the history their state give its collection, 


preservation and dissemination their money their time, 
both. 


Firmly convinced that this disastrous division interests 
and activities was founded cause which could not 
removed, your Curators with the cordial co-operation officers 
Georgia Historical Association arranged full conference 
between officers the two organizations, which 
pleased report that have never attended one which was 
manifested less selfish pride opinion more desire pro- 
mote the best interests the whole state. 


The Association has appointed committee which Dr. 
Brooks, formerly Renne Professor Georgia His- 
tory the University Georgia, trained historian and now 
residing Macon, Chairman, meet similar committee 
appointed your Society for the purpose approving 
plan union these organizations for the common welfare. 

The discussion the conference was distinctly informal 
and plans were formulated. Many suggestions principle 
were made and differences opinion developed. was 
clearly recognized that necessary basis was the transfer 
Georgia Historical Association its roll members mem- 
bership the Georgia Historical Society under its ancient 
charter now eighty-one years old. instructed the 
Board Curators present this question for your considera- 
tion with their unanimous recommendation for prompt ap- 
pointment committee moderate size, authorized and in- 
structed meet the Association’s committee and report back 
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the Society the earliest practical date for its approval 
plan union, with such changes Constitution and By-laws 
may involve. lay this recommendation before you and 
trust that you will act upon this meeting. 


Through the generosity Mrs. Margaret Telfair Hodgson 
there held trust for the exclusive use and benefit your 
Society, Hodgson Hall, handsome library building Savan- 
nah and the ground which stands. This trust property 
not subject your disposal and can used for other 
purposes than those historical society. You own fee 
the vacant half lot immediately Hodgson Hall. You 
have permanent fund started with small beginnings 
and now amounting $2,918.69. The annual accretions this 
permanent fund are approximately $200.00. These include 
your interest the Nunn Trust Fund which may 
relied add the permanent fund approximately $70.00 
per annum, and will probably show very slight increase 
each year account the accumulations the trust fund. 
You own about 40,000 volumes and many thousands pamph- 
lets valuable library not date. Your liabilities are $1,000 
borrowed meet current deficit the closing year, and your 
budget shows permanent deficit. You have 450 members 
obligated pay dues aggregating $2,250.00 per annum. Be- 
sides these material possessions you have history which, 
while not broad achievement, honorable and unstained, 
with black marks, and has historical background eighty- 
one years. 


Against this resume what you have offer new mem- 
bers, let not forget what lack. For seventy-five years 
remained content strictly local organization and failed 
foster use the interest other Georgians Georgia 
history, and during nearly all those years subordinated

ing library. would difficult defend your Society against 
the charge that has not made full use the franchise with 
which the state entrusted 1839. When consider the 
facts are surprised, not that Georgians other parts

COLLECTION VALUABLE HISTORICAL OBJECTS 


LIBRARIAN. 


century since its founding the Georgia Historical Society has 
acquired, among the books composing its Library more 
than 40,000 volumes, not few works rarity and, conse- 
quence thereof, some value. 


The collecting Library did not, for nearly decade 
after its founding, receive the attention its members such 
extent might have been reasonably expected, but with the 
absorption the old Savannah Library Society, the year 
1847, whereby its shelves were enriched with the well-selected 
stock the latter, the growth that department the So- 
ciety was more steadily developed, and, times since then, 


special efforts have been successfully put forth strengthen 
certain sections the collection. Thus, about two score years 
attention was called the need filling gaps the 
material hand for the study English History, and many 
books were added thereto, considerable expense. 


GEORGIA NEWSPAPERS. 


Perhaps the most valuable the Library’s possessions 
the collection newspapers issued the State Georgia, 
but principally Savannah. The most important these 
the almost complete file the Georgia Gazette which was 
started Savannah James Johnston, April, 1763, the 
first Georgia newspaper. Our files papers following the 
suspension the Gazette full the date establishing 
the Georgian, 1818, which have the full office file 
from its beginning the date its failure 1853. Other 
newspapers are too numerous mention here.

Biography” describes curious memoir his father.” 
Both the writer the article the “Dicfionary” and 
bone’s “Critical Dictionary English and American Authors” 
mention only second edition, published 1759, and 
copy that edition owned the Society. would seem, 
therefore, that copy the first has been located. Allibone 
says this edition (the 2d) that “very rare.” 

There the collection, course, copy the original 
edition Hugh McCall’s “History Georgia,” long out 
print, and the Library rich works pertaining the his- 
tory the State, most surely presumed, but list 
even fair selection the most interesting would re- 
quire too much space here. 


BOOKS OTHER THAN THOSE GEORGIA HISTORY. 


The oldest book the Library copy Lucan’s “Phar- 
printed Venice the year 1492. Besides this, there 
copy Hakluyt’s “Early English 1599-1600, 
copy the same edition having been sold few years since 
enormous price, shows its great value. Another work 
rarity one the original edition the great Dictionary 
the famous Dr. Samuel Johnston. 
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Through division the books accumulated while the 
Society, conjunction with the City, maintained the Savannah 
Public Library, acquired, the time the separation, 
many volumes, mainly those published during the period 
over thirteen years when the Public Library occupied Hodg- 
son Hall. Not few these are peculiar interest they 
give much information the subject the great world war 
during the first two years its progress. re- 
gretted that since that time the financial condition the So- 
ciety has not permitted keep this collection date; 
and we, therefore, are not rich material relating that 
most important epoch the world’s history desired. 


Library containing 42,000 volumes and 30,000 pamphlets, 
among them many importance exceeding that large col- 
lections costly bound books, itself treasure-house 


inestimable use and value. These books and pamphlets embrace 
all kinds matter, including works reference, history, 
biography, science, art, literature, travel, fiction and religion. 
The maps the Library are not the least our valuable 
possessions. 


PORTRAITS. 


First among the portraits must named the life-size oil 
painting Mr. William Brown Hodgson, whose memory 
the Society’s home was erected and whose name bears. 
was painted the late Carl Brandt, cost $3,500.00. 

Another portrait, interest from its connection with Geor- 
gia History, that Selina, Countess Huntingdon, who 
did much enabling Whitefield establish and care for 
the noble institution Bethesda. For long time was 
thought the work Sir Joshua Reynolds, but investiga- 
tion has revealed the fact that did not paint it. 


The collection includes portraits James Habersham, 
Colonel Joseph Habersham, Major John Habersham, Count 
Pulaski, General Oglethorpe, Hugh McCall (Georgia’s first 
historian), David Brydie Mitchell (Governor Georgia), 
Tefft, (founder the Georgia Historical Society), John 
MacPherson Berrien (the Society’s first President), Bishop 
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Stephen Elliott (another President the Society), and large 
engraving beloved President, Colonel John 
oil painting Gov. Archibald Bulloch and his family, owned 
Dr. Bulloch, hangs the Library. The name the 
artist not known. 


ARTICLES INTEREST RELATION HISTORY. 


The first the objects great interest connection with 
Georgia history the surveyor’s compass, believed, for good 
reasons, have been used laying out the streets Savan- 
nah Oglethorpe and his helpers. 

Next importance plan Savannah was laid out 
1733, but dated 1734, and, with hardly doubt, original 
Peter Gordon and dedicated “To the Honourable the 
Trustees for Establishing the Colony Georgia America.” 


REVOLUTIONARY WAR RELICS. 


There are other articles interest relating Georgia dur- 
ing the period from the landing Oglethorpe and the War 
the Revolution but they need not mentioned, and attention 
now called collection articles used that War, and 
presented the Society shortly after its founding General 
Charels Floyd. The most interesting the lot drum 
which inscribed with the words “This Drum was used the 
Army the American Revolution the Battles Eutaw, 
Saratoga and Cowpens. Presented the Georgia Historical 
Society Charles Floyd 1841.” was used, the 
Society’s permission, during the celebration the centennial 
the Battle Fort Moultrie, Charleston, C., June, 1776, 
and attracted much attention. 


GIFTS. 


Mr. Florance Minis has recently presented the Society 
the walking-cane, made piece live-oak from the 
frigate “Constitution,” belonging the late Commodore Josiah 
Tattnall, famous naval officer the United States well 
the Confederate States, who, occasion well known 
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students history, used the characteristic langnaue “Blood 
thicker than water.” have also large photograph 
the Commodore, well framed, remarkably fine likeness. 

When Mr. John Ward, the distinguished Georgian, was 
Minister China, purchased Japanese suit armor, 
fine texture, for presentation the Georgia Historical 
Society, and was brought here the Commodore who was 
then duty naval officer Chinese and Japanese waters, 
and among the Society’s interesting articles. 


Within the past year the collection relics has received 
important addition from the McAdoo family, consisting 
articles connected with the Floyds. The most valuable these 
are the epaulets worn General John Floyd. 


The solid gold copy the seal the State Executive De- 
partment, made for and presented the Honorable Charles 
Jenkins the Georgia Assembly, the Society’s 
possession, the gift Dr. Chas. Jenkins Montgomery, 
Augusta, whom was bequeathed Governor Jenkins. 
was given Governor Jenkins accordance with joint reso- 
lution, approved August 22, 1872, “in the name the people 
Georgia,” and copy “the one preserved and restored 


him when expelled usurpers from the office Governor” 
stated the resolution. 


MANUSCRIPTS.

LIBRARY BUILDING, AND OTHER PROPERTY. 


The home the Georgia Historical Society Hodgson 
Hall, and was set apart for the Society’s use the terms

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the day July, 1874, little more than month 
after the signing the trust deed, the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety purchased from Bishop Wm. Gross, the Roman 
Catholic Church, the lot adjoining that which Hodgson Hall 
stands being lot number thirteen (13) Forsyth Ward, de- 
scribed the deed “fronting forty-three feet and nine 
inches Whitaker street, and extending one hundred and 
thirty-one feet depth Howard street, bounded north 
lot number fourteen, east Whitaker street, south lot num- 
ber twelve, and west Howard street.” The Society still 
owns this lot fee simple. The two lots (87.5x121 feet) are 
enclosed one. 
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GEORGIA HISTORICAL ASSOCIATION 


This number The Quarterly devoted account 
the reorganization the Georgia Historical Society following 
the amalgamation with the Georgia Historical Associa- 
tion, and deemed fitting that such account there 
should included statement covering the origin and history 
the Association. transmitting the request that the writer 
prepare such statement, Colonel Lawton, until recently Pres- 
ident the Society, expressed the opinion that should put 
record “the history that Association which did much 
good and which has proven very vital element what 
believe will the beginning greatly increased influence 
the Historical Society. has gone out existence and 
should preserve its record.” 

The organization the Georgia Historical Association was 
the result several conferences arranged during the spring 
and summer 1916. Those participating the conferences 
were for the most part, men and women living the northern 
part the State, and the group were several professors 
history the leading colleges the State. August 16, 
1916, circular letter was sent selected list Georgians, 
inviting them become members new historical associa- 
tion. This circular was signed Honorable Lucian 
Knight, State Compiler Records, Chancellor David Bar- 
row the University Georgia, Miss Mildred Rutherford, 
Historical General the C., Mrs. McCall, State 
Regent the R., Mrs. Franklin, President the 
Georgia C., Judge Samuel Adams, formerly the 
Supreme Court Georgia, Dr. McPherson, Professor 
History the University Georgia, and Brooks, 
Professor History University Georgia. The reasons 
for this venture were thus expressed the letter: 

“The purpose this letter enlist your interest the pro- 
posed organization new historical society Georgia. Under the 


auspices the Georgia Historical Society, which has been exist- 
ence for many years, great deal valuable historical work has 
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been accomplished. That society has confined its activities largely 
Colonial and Revolutionary history, and the documents published 
its Collections have been prime importance. feel that there 
now need for another society, whose aim shall assist 
popularizing the study State history, and especially work for 
the collection and preservation materials bearing the history 
Georgia the nineteenth century. 

“This later phase our history has been greatly neglected. There 
comprehensive treatment the ante-bellum and war periods, 
condition due part the fact that the documentary materials for 
such study have not been collected and put the disposal the 
historian. The archives the State are not satisfactory condi- 
tion for use, and many individuals have priceless historical documents 
stuffed away garrets and boxes, where they are useless for prac- 
tical purposes and are danger destruction from fire neglect. 


“We desire see ultimately established Georgia department 
archives and history, with adequate powers under the law for the 
systmatizing State archives and the collection and preservation 
historical materials.” 


The response this appeal was wide-spread and con- 
vinced those who had taken the initiative that there was real 
demand for second historical organization. meeting 
those who had signified their desire become members was 
therefore called, and, April 10, 1917, the State Capitol 
Atlanta the Georgia Historical Association was organized with 
four hundred and fifty members. Honorable Knight 
was elected President, Professor Jack, Emory Uni- 
versity, Vice President, and Professor Brooks the 
University Georgia, Secretary and Treasurer. These officers 
with Mrs. Maud Barker Cobb, State Librarian, and Professor 
McCain, Agnes Scott College, constituted the Execu- 
tive Council. Constitution and By-Laws were adopted along 
the usual lines. this meeting program historical papers 
was presented. These papers, with the minutes the meet- 
ing, the Constitution and list the members the Asso- 
ciation were printed the Proceedings the First Annual 
Session the Association, published April 1917. 

During the first year the Association active cam- 
paign for members was carried on, usually the case, 
resignations were not slow come in, and the new members 
enrolled barely sufficed keep the membership the orig- 
inal numbers. During this year the Legislature, due partly 
the efforts the Association, created the State Department 
Archives and History. 
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The second annual meeting the Association was held 
Atlanta, April 1918. Honorable Knight was re- 
elected President, Mrs. Maud Barker Cobb, Vice President, 
and Professor Brooks, Secretary and Treasurer. The 
two additional members the Council elected were Miss 
Helen Prescott and Mr. Alfred Newell, both Atlanta. 
The program this meeting consisted address 
Professor Phillips, formerly the University Geor- 
gia, now the University Michigan, the subject “The 
Plantation Product Men.” Miss Nellie Adamson Rome, 
read paper “The Secession Movement Georgia,” and 
very informing paper descriptive the DeRenne Collection 
books Georgia History Mr. Mackall Savan- 
These papers, except that Mr. Mackall, are printed 
the Proceedings the Association for 1918.* 


The report the Secretary-Treasurer showed total 
$480.50 collected from dues, and disbursements $399.38, 
leaving balance $81.12. The number members was 
four hundred and fifty-five, many whom, however, had 
never paid any dues the Association. The Treasurer was 
authorized purchase Liberty bonds with any unexpended 
funds his keeping. the subsequent drives $500 was in- 
vested Government bonds. 

The third annual meeting the Association was held 
Atlanta, April 12, 1919. Judge Andrew Cobb, Athens, 
was elected President, and Mr. Alfred Newell, Atlanta, 
first Vice President. change the constitution had been 
made creating the office second Vice President, and Mr. 
Orville Park, Macon, was elected this office. Pro- 
fessor Payne, the University Georgia, was made 
Secretary-Treasurer. addition the annual address the 
President, papers were read Professor the 
University Georgia, and Professor Perry, the 
Georgia School Technology, the war activities those 
institutions. The Association also received interesting reports

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from committees appointed collect materials bearing the 
participation Georgia the War. These addresses, papers, 
and reports were printed the Proceedings the Third An- 
nual Session. The report the Treasurer showed cash 
balance $23.95 and $400 worth Liberty bonds. The mem- 
bership that time was four hundred and forty-four. 


During the interval between the third annual session and 
the time set for the fourth annual meeting, the officers the 
Georgia Historical Society approached the Association the 
subject merging the two organizations. Details the ne- 
gotiations which eventuated this union are given elsewhere 
this number the Quarterly. may briefly said here that 
the suggestion union was favorably received the officers 
the Association. had become apparent that there were not 
enough historically-minded people Georgia support two 
organizations the way they should supported. were 
having the usual experience state historical societies. was 
difficult find new members, and many those who nom- 
inally retained their membership failed pay their dues, and 
the attendance the annual meetings was always small. The 
officers the Association were unable with the small funds 
their disposal anything lasting value, except pub- 
lish number excellent papers the annual Proceedings. 
the time the merger was proposed the Association had al- 
most completed plans for publishing historical quarterly with 
funds raised private subscriptions among the members. 


The officers the Association, therefore, met very 
friendly spirit the overtures the Society. number con- 
ferences were held and agreement reached committees 
the two societies. This agreement merger, herein printed, 
was unanimously approved the two committees and unani- 
mously adopted the two The terms the 
agreement have recently been carried into effect, with the result 
that fundamental changes have been made the Georgia His- 
torical Society. has become more thoroughly state-wide its 
membership—the members the Association 
becoming members the older organization; its new officers 
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and Board Curators are chosen from the State large; its 
ordinary membership fee reduced from $3; and plans 
are the making which will lead improvement the 
Quarterly. far these changes have come the re- 
sult the organization the Georgia Historical Association, 
the younger organization may fairly claim not have lived 
vain. 

The fourth and last meeting the Association was held 
May 2oth, Atlanta. The Proceedings have not been pub- 
lished, but two excellent papers were presented Professor 
Coulter, the University Georgia, and Miss Mildred 
Thompson, Vassar College. Professor Coulter’s subject 
was “The Nullification Movement Georgia; Miss Thomp- 
son’s “The Freedmen’s Bureaw Georgia 1865-66.” These 
papers will probably printed later number the 
Quarterly. The report the Secretary-Treasurer showed 
cash balance $81.48 and $500 invested Liberty bonds. 


was this meeting that the Association adopted the re- 
port the two committees appointed draw scheme 
union. The whole question was presented Colonel Lawton, 
member both organizations, his usual happy manner, 
and after brief discussion the agreement was adopted 
unammous vote, above recorded. short time after the 
meeting the Association issued formal letter all its 
members advising them the action the Association and 
notifying them that their membership had been transferred 
the Georgia Historical Society.

REPORT COMMITTEE UNION WITH 
GEORGIA HISTORICAL ASSOCIATION 


Savannah, Ga., May 3rd, 1920. 


The Georgia Historical Society: 


The undersigned committee appointed resolution the 
Society February 17, 1920, take with the Georgia His- 
torical Association the question union, and report plan 
the Society reports follows: 


The committee behalf Georgia Historical Association 
consisted Dr. Brooks, Chairman, Mr. Brock, Mr. 
Orville Park, and Dr. Flippin, all Macon. After 
some correspondence these gentlemen consented meet with 
your committee Hodgson Hall, Savannah, and joint con- 
ference was there held March 1920, the morning, with 
adjournment over the afternoon. All the members your 
committee were present. the Association committee, Dr. 
Brooks was detained providential cause, and Mr. Park 
imperative engagements. The committee the Association 
met your committee spirit mutual co-operation, with 
earnest desire accomplish that which was best for the in- 
terest the state and both organizations. The joint confer- 
ence unanimously adopted plan union, which attached 
and forms part this report, and your committee com- 
mends your approval and recommends that the Georgia 
Historical Society shall take such action may facilitate its 
early accomplishment. 


The plan self explanatory. The reasons why such 
union desirable were set forth the annual report the 
President. Your committee deems unnecessary make de- 
tail comment upon the plan submitted. 
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TELFAIR ACADEMY. 


The disposition the Telfair Academy trust was referred 
this committee the annual meeting connection with the 
plan union, and the plan provides that the Society should 
resign the trust and request the Court selecting the new 


trustee have regard far practicable the wishes the 
founder. 


When Miss Mary Telfair selected this Society trustee 
the Telfair Academy Arts and Sciences about forty-five 
years ago the Society was that stage its existence 
which was exercising functions except those local 
circulating library for the benefit its members. Apparently 
Miss Telfair regarded purely local institution and 
probably seemed simpler her select this existing local or- 
ganization composed thoroughly trustworthy persons than 
make special selection inidviduals new corporation, 
with the necessity providing for future successions. She 
created local institution, and she intended appoint local 
institution its governing body. Even today your Society has 
considerable extent changed its character local insti- 
tution. The non-resident membership has reached important 
numbers, and four out fifteen curators reside other parts 
the state. this plan union consummated will en- 
tirely cease local institution and will strictly state 
institution. should continue execute the trust entrusted 
Miss Telfair would clearly acting contrary her 


wishes, and would take from Savannah the control Savan- 
nah’s art gallery. 


Your committee unanimously the opinion that 
part the proposed union the Society should present the 
Superior Court Chatham County its resignation the trust 
and request that relieved. and when the court shall 
accept this resignation, the appointment successor will rest 
exclusively with the court, but your committee ventures the 
opinion’ that the court will not receive with disfavor any sug- 
gestion which may made the court this honorable 
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society, which has faithfully and efficiently administered the 
trust since the termination the Telfair will litigation and the 
distribution the estate 1883. 

Miss Telfair, the selection your Society trustee, 
clearly experssed her wish that the trust should administered 
residents Savannah who had the qualifications possessed 
members your Society. Her wishes would more nearly 
carried out the trust should committed “charitable” 
corporation organized residents Chatham County 
interested the Telfair Academy, who are the time 
ganization members the Georgia Historical Society; who 
should charter members the new corporation, and who, 
with such other persons they may associate with them and 
their successors from time time, should constitute cor- 
poration known “Telfair Academy Arts and Scien- 
ces,” vested with the title and management the Acad- 
emy. Your committee recommends that the Society approve 
this suggestion and let the proper time presented the 
Judge the Superior Court. 


CURATORS AND OFFICERS 


Your committee advised that when your Board Cura- 
tors first met after the annual meeting for the election 
officers for the ensuing year, all the then incumbents were re- 
elected with the understanding that view the proposed 
union and the state-wide character the consolidated society, 
the resignations these officers would the disposal the 
consolidated society immediately after the union. Your com- 
mittee also advised that the majority the Curators resi- 
dent Savannah have expressed their intention present their 
resignations Curators soon the union shall effected. 
The carrying out these intentions will enable the personnel 


the Curators and officers the Society reflect its state- 
wide character.

Both organizations 
shall meanwhile continue their current and usual activities, in- 
cluding the collection their dues now prescribed. 


MEETINGS. 


The Society should meet once year for the election 
officers, transaction business, and appropriate exercises and 
other times special occasions may hereafter deter- 
mined. Meetings should held rotation among various 
places the state may from time time determined 
the Board Curators. 


BRANCHES. 


The Consolidated Society should establish branch societies 
all the counties the state which sufficient historical 
interest can developed, and should encourage and assist 
them all practicable means. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 


All members the Society continue such for the year 
1920 payment dues now prescribed ($5). The Association 
will use its best endeavors transfer all its members mem- 
bership the Consolidated Society payment for 1920 the 
dues which may prescribed for the Consolidated Society. 


EXISTING FUNDS AND ASSETS. 


The Society transfer from its permanent fund its 
current fund $1,500 and pay its note bank for $1,000 and 
interest, which its only debt other than minor current bills. 
All moneys and other assets the two organizations shall be- 
come the property the Consolidated Society. 


The Association will endeavor transfer the Consoli- 
dated Society the guaranties which has procured assist 
paying the cost quarterly magazine, and all members 
the Consolidated Society will endeavor increase and renew 
such guaranties.

This committee should have immediate charge the magazine, 
for which there should managing editor reporting this 
committee. The magazine and all other publications should 
conform the best historical standards the country. 


DUES. 


The Consolidated Society should have the following classes 
membership, for which the committees conference recom- 
mend dues stated:

The organization the Georgia Historical Association 
1917 was due the feeling that the Georgia Historical So- 
ciety had failed measure live its name, since prac- 
tically throughout its history its officers and curators, and 
largely the membership, had been confined Savannah, 
while the publications the Society had usually been devoted 
the Colonial and Revolutionary phases our State history. 
The founders the Association desired organize his- 
torical society which would State-wide its membership 
and cover the whole range Georgia history its activities. 

The response the appeal for membership and support 
for the new organization was widespread. succeeded 
enrolling nearly 500 members, every part Georgia being 
represented. have held four annual meetings, which 
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historical papers and addresses high order were presented. 
These have been put into your hands through the medium 
the Proceedings the Association. 

The Association has found itself financially unable un- 
dertake any other publication. was, however, putting aside 
small annual surplus, and last year movement was begun 
establish quarterly magazine through private contributions. 
Something over $2,000 was raised for this purpose, and an- 
nouncement was made that the first number the magazine 
would appear January Ist last. 


While the plans were being perfected for beginning the pro- 
posed magazine, Judge Cobb received letter from Col 
Lawton, his lifelong friend and the President the Georgia 
Society, suggesting amalgamation the two or- 
ganizations. Judge Cobb was inclined look favorably 
the suggestion and laid the matter before the members our 
Executive Council, all whom were found like-minded. 


January informal conference was held Atlanta be- 
tween representatives the two organizations; full and 
frank discussion the situation was had and tentative 
agreement reached. The Presidents the two organizations 
were requested appoint committees confer together and 
draw plan merger. These committees met Savannah 
March 6th, and prepared the formal scheme union, which 
subsequently, above related, was adopted the two organi- 
zations. 

This agreement entered into between the two organiza- 
tions provides that the united bodies shall retain the title and 
legal domicile the Society. This was felt due and 
fitting account the prestige and dignity the older or- 
ganization, and the considerable amount property which the 
Society owns Savannah. The agreement emphasizes the 
State-wide character the united societies, providing that the 
controlling body (the Board Curators) hereafter 
chosen from the State whole, instead being confired 
principally the city Savannah; and the requirement 
that future the annual meeting shall rotate among the larger 
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centers the State, which proposed organize branch 
societies. The publications, including the Quarterly, are 
put under the control persons having special qualifica- 
tions for this work. The annual dues have been reduced 
from $3, for the ordinary membership. 


Needless say, our conferences with representatives the 
Society were altogether agreeable; difficulty whatever was 
met with securing the readjustments which felt must 
necessarily made before the Georgia Historical Society 
could claim genuinely popular State-wide institution. 
All lovers Georgia History are congratulated the 
happy outcome the schism which occurred several years 
ago, and gives great pleasure inform you that you are 
now regular member the Georgia Historical Society. 
trust that you will not only retain your own membership, but 
will assist the Society finding new members. The com- 
bined membership the amalgamated societies about 900;
